1ſa.14.27.Bur according to 
G.W. Men can and do often diſanull it, and 
change it ; as for the inſtances in Scripture of 
either promiſes not performed, or threatnings 
not executed, they were and are conditional,and 
do all either exprels or imply ſome condition, not 
in the will and purpoſe of God, but 'in Men, 
whoſe*conditions do ofr change, and therefore 
the veracity of God is ſufficiently demonſtrated, 
without any change or ſhadow of change in the 
Thoughts or Purpoſes of God.
